LORD OROMER AND LORD 
-  ‘KITORENER. 


The extreme importance of the recent letter 
from the special correspondent of the ‘“Times” 
in India on i kas Kitchener's handling ot the 
Egyptian Army leads the “Spectator” to in- 
dalge in some refle tion", which are of special 
interest to Egyptian resders. Though the sub- 
j :ot is necessarily ove of great difficalty and deli- 
cacy, eays our contemporary, the correspondent 
of the ‘Times’ does not shrink trom handling 
the question of personality in Lord Kitchener's 
case. He declares that Lord Kitchener's friends 


can hardly deny that his mastertulness grows 


with inoreasing power, and that the orders 
which he so often hastily issues and as hastily 
withdraws no longer show the same industry

and application to detail, or the same devotion 
to economy, which characterised his work i in’ 
Egypt :— 

“Still less can his friends deny: that he has 
no personal knowledge of the Indian character; 
for he has never had any Indian experience, 
and arriving for the first time in Iodia as C m- 
mander-in-Chief, he has not had the opport- 
unities-of coming into contact with Indian life 
which most of his predecessors had found in 
the earlier stages of their career. His constitu- 
tional intolerance of all opposition unfits him 
to learn from those who have had the ex- 
perience which he lacks. In fact, with regard 
both to the Indian Army and to the question 
of army administration, Lord Kitchener's 
views, which are generally assumed to have 
been based on his experieace since he came to 
India, were brooght with him ready-made from 
England, and, within a few weeks after he had 
landed at Bombay, he expressed them daring 
the Delhi Durbar as forcibly as at any time 
eince. Facts have been mate to fit in with — 
them.” 

The correspondent ot the ‘“Times” ends his . 
letter by touching opon a matter to which wa 
should not ourselves have thought it pradent to 
alluds. Since, however, he has taken the res- 
ponsibility of dealing with it and has made it 
public, we feel that reticence in our case is no 
longer neceasary. After speaking of Lord Kit- 
chener’s administration of the Egyptian Army, 
and pointing out—which is no more than the 
bare trath—how largely the restraining and 
directing influence of Lord Cromer’s experi- 
ence and wisdom contributed to the saccess 
achieved, he proceeds to mention how “the 
recor quest of the Sadan was very nearly 
wrecked not long afterwards in a disaster due 
te Me came defects Of which “many people 
dread the consequences in India” :— 

“Only a short time before Lord Kitchener 
was ordered to South Africa, an incipient 
mutiny amongst the native troops in the 
Sudan, which arose out of his disregard in 
peace-time for peculiar idiosyncrasies that he 
had safely ignored 80 long as the excitement 
of active service lasted, was only detected and 


| sappressed at the eleventh hour. The sup- 


presssion of Lord Gromet’s ‘opinion’ on Lord 
Kitchener's scheme is easily explained when 
one remembers that he alone combined with an 
intimate knowledge of the Indian aspects of the 
question a still more intimate know of 
the defects of Lord Kitchener's qualities.” 

Since the matter has been raised in public, 
the “Spectator” foels justified in endorsing 
what is stated by the correspondent of the 
“Times.” The matinyof the Sadanese troops at 
Khartoom—for matiny, in effect, it was—was, 
it can hardly be doubted, dpe to the defects in 
the military administration of Lord Kitchener, 
defects which in peace-time, while Lord Kit- 
chener was under the direct influence of Lord 
Cromer in Cairo, were prevented from assuming 
dangerous proportions, but which were exagge- 
rated by the virtual autonomy which Lord 
Kitchenerheces#arily enjoyed in theSadan. The 
correspondent of the “T'imes” is, however, it 
thinks, wrong in saying that the outbreak took 
place before Lord Kitchener ceased to be 
Sirdar: “Unless we are mistaken, it took place 
shortly after his departare. This fact makes ‘no 
difference aa far'as the moral to be drawn is 
concerned, Though the actual outbreak did not 
occur till a few weeks after Lord Kitchener 
had left Egypt for South Africa, the conditions 
which produced the outbreak were, as we have 
said, the result of Lord Kitchener's policy. 
In the same way, it is more than likely, 
if any serious trouble arises owing to Lord 
Kitchener's handling of the Indian Army, 
that such trouble will not arise till Lord 
Kitchener’s period of office has expired, as it will 
expire in another eighteen Bo: a It is when 
his influence—which, if injadicious, is no 
doabt also potent —~has been withdrawn that 
we may expect to reap the fall froits of the 
poliéy which has placed that delicate machine, 
the native Army of. India,’ at the absolate 
disposal of a man who knows little of its tradi- 
tions or peculiar character, and whose beliet is 
that as long as soldiers can be foroed to obey

BRIGAND'S DEPREDATIONS. 


101 PEOPLE KILLED. 


A brigand named Hailo Miriam el Habashi 
has made a descent on Abou Golnd, some 60 
miles N.E. of Gedsref. It appears that “101 
people were killed (among them 13 women) 
and 16 wounded. 41 men and 183 women 
carried off captive with cattle and horees. 

Military posts have been established on the 
trontier to prevent the recarrence of such 
outrages and Abyssinian and Sadanese Govern 
ments are tesking concerted measures to hont 
Hailo Miriam and hia band. 

We hear that the district in which Hailo 
Miriam -is operating is a'moat entirely upiuha- 
bited except by robbers and elephant hunters, 
who in the past have iesned fom their 
fastnesses and attacked the T'akoori villager, 
near Gedaref. : 

It is hoped that this band will soon be 
brought to book by the conbimed efforts cf the 
Sadan and Abyssinian Governments. 

The raid has of course no politics] bearing 
whatever.

Daring the week ending on Sanday 57 casea 
of plague wera reported throaghout the whole 
of Egypt. Of these 12 took place at Samalont, 
5 at Mankatein, in the Ssmalont district, apd 
40 at Deshna. The majority of the cases which 
occurred at Deshna last week were reported 
as attacking’ individuals who had been in 
contact with other victims of the disease 
and hadin coneequence been placed under 
observation. © . 

The situation shows a decided improvement 
at the village of Owlat Amouv, Keneh district 
and province, where numerous cases of plague 
had been reported since the first outbreak. 
The only case remaining under treatment has 
been cured.

THE FRONTIER DISPUTE,

BISHOP BLYTH’S APPEAL.

Bishop Blyth m:kes an appeal in the 
“Times” for more liberal support for the 
Khartoum Charch Building Fund. He writes : 
I have just returned from asingalarly interest- 
ing visitation tour in Fgypt, which extended 
to Khartoum iu tha Sadan. The happy in- 
flaence ot a firm, just, and kindly Government, 
under @ vigorous administratcr, with a well- 
chosen and anited body cf colleagues, is every- 
where apparent in the peace and development 
of the country. Agricaltare, commerce, educa- 
tion are all practically treated and made 
intelligible to the people ; and so isall that 


concerns the general healthof the country. I. 


should like the niany hopefal subscribers to 
the “Gordon College” to know that, to the 
Bishop’s eye, their money could scarcely have 
been better laid ont. Its educational aim 
seems to touch nearly every Government 
branch, administrative, industrial, and medical, 
in their wider and scientific aims ; the native 
agents for theve several parpores are being 
trained there. It has a real mission for gereral 
good, and its aim is becoming manifest to 
the people. 

Bat my reason for writing to yon is one that 
concerns my Own department and I think it 
should interest the Charch laity very generally. 
Ths mantle of General Gordon’s happy blend 
of administrative work with a tone of personal 
religion seems to rest there still. There are 
few brighter and more heartily congrega- 
tional services than those which are held in 
the temporary charch room in the Palace ; 
the attendance there is unstrained, general, 
and encouraging. And the natives seem greatly 
to respect those who are not ashamed of the 
claims of their own religion. Within a few’ 
hundred yards of the place where Gordon fell, 
and close to the remarkable bronz3 statae ot 
the Ganeral on his camel, is the site of the 
new church. The foundation-stone was laid 
last year by an Eoglish princess. They have 
about £3,500 towards £6,000 required fora 
charch. Whether in memory of the heroiem 
of General Gordon, as the sits suggests, or 
for the sake of those who are continuing his 
work with soch unity of..aim, and with sach 
respect for their own religion (bat who cannot, 
of course, do for themse'ves what .they have 
rightly done for the religion of the people— 
namely, ask a grant corresponding to that 
which they have given for a very beautifal 
moeqne), I would appeal for ganerons subscrip- 
tiors.

THE HEART OF RAMBESES II. 


The! Comptes Rendhis of the PariuApaiieey 


contains an account of the successfal identifica- . 


tion of the heart of Ramesses II., the Sesostris 


of the Greeks, after preservation for more than 
3,0: 0 years in soda and resinoid antisgptics. 


Some months ago the council of the National. 


Museum of the Louvre acquired possession of 


the fur vases in blue enamel which contain 
the viscera and‘heart of Rameses II., and bear 
large medallions, representing the names and 
attributes of the Kisg. The director of the 
Egyptian Museum desired absolute. confirma- 
tion as t> the contents of the vases, and en- 
trusted the examination of their contents to 
M., Lortet, who with his colleagues, Professors 


‘Hogouneng, Renant, and Rigan, made a careful 


physiological examination. Three of the vases 
contained bandages of linen tightly compacted 
and hardened by the carbonate of soda and 
aromatic resinous substances of reddish colour 
which had been employed as sntiseptics, and 


-had probably contained the stomach, intestines, 


and liver of the great King.These viscera, how- 
ever, were only found to be represented by a 
quantity of granular matter mixed with a 
large proportion of powdered carbonate of soda, 
and so could not be identified. The fourth 
vase, which was fitted with a lid or cover 
adorned with the head ofa jeckal, proved to 
contain the heart. ‘l'nis organ was found trans- 
formed into a kind of oval plate, sight centi- 
métres long and four centimétres wide. The 
substance of the heart was horn-like, and the 
saw had to be used in obtaining sections of it

King Ramesea 
II. died 1,258 years before the Christian era, 
and henge some 3,164 years have elapsed since 
his heart was first embalmed.

EARL OF MEATH’S VISIT. 


—— 


On Satardsy week, the Earl and Countess of 
Meath paid a visit to the 0.1.8. Hosp'tal at 
Old Cairo, and inspected the new building ‘hat 
has recently been erected there. After tea in 
one of the houses, the guests adjourned to the 
hospital close by, and Lord Msath made a 
short speech from the steps of ths new building. 

His lordship said that he had been asked to 
say a few words with regard to the building 
they were about to inspect, and first alluded to 
the actaal opening of the horpita!, which took 
place in November last. It had been intended 
originally to invite friends to some opering 
ceremony at that date, bat certain obstacles 
made this impossible, and as the wards in the 
old hospital ware very fall then,and those in the 
“Ethel Pain Memorial Hospital” were ready, it 
was decided to transfer at once all the women 
patients.and the children to the new building, 
which has Leen erected exclusively for them, 
and- thas bring it into immediate ‘use. Bot it 
had been felt th1t many would like to rea the 
completed building, and this opportanity had 


‘therefore been given. 


Lord Meath ‘added that the total coat of the 
new wards was about £3,500,and upto Novem- 
ber- some £3,200 had been receivel towards 


that amovn*. Bat owing toa recent gift of over’ 


£300 by a resident in Cairo, he had the plea- 
sure of saying, what he had rarely been able to 
say when opening various buildings in England, 
viz:—that the new bailding was now entirely 
free of debt. Of tha farniture and appliances 
also, the greater. part had been already provid- 
ed, and- another recent gift of. £12.12. had 
enabled the doctors to order the beds required 
for the remaining unforni:hod ward. 
Continuing with some general remarks, his 
lordship showed how it was the Christian spirit 
that had practically originated and developed 
the idea of erecting héspitals for, and giving 
help to the sick, and said that in answer to 
anyone who might ask him why a missionary 
hospital should be maintained, now that hospi- 
tals are provided by the State, he would reply 
that one reacon alone was sufficient, viz :—to 
keep in remembrance all that is owed to the 
spirit of Christ, and to hava at least one hospital 
openly asscciated with Christiarity. The 


nations ot the world which at the present time | 


stand at the head of a'l others, and are the 
most advance 1 in civilization,are those nations, 
whose inbabitants, speaking generally, profess 
the Christian faith. Let our adhesion to that 
faith be more than a mere prcfession ; let it be 
seen by all men that it-is a conviction of the 
heart as well. Christianity has proved itself to 
be wonderfally calculated to promote social 
progress and national development, We should 
then never allow ourselves by residence in non-

The more earnest the non-Christian is in 
his faith, the more he will respect the Christian 
who is bold to assert with all love and courtesy 
his fiim persuasion of the‘paramonunt claims of 
his own religion, and the surer will he despise 
the nominal Christian who is afraid to carry 
aloft in the eyes of all men‘the standatd of 
Christ, ‘or is indiffarent or worse, and thas 
brings by his actions’ discredit‘and reproach on 
his religion. 


After some allusion to tha early history of | 


the Church Miesionary Society and «pecial 
reference to the great part taken by the society 
in the régen3ration of [odia, Lord Meath re- 


fatred to the words of some of the most |’ 


‘honotred of the ralerd’ of that coantry when 
speaking of missionary enterprise. The great 
Lord Lawrene3, formerly Governor-General of 
India, said, “Notwithstanding all that the 
Eoglish peop!e have done to benefit India, the 
missionaries have done more than all other 
agencies combined.” No one could refuse to 
listen to the words of such an authority. They 
were not those of a “rabid religionist.” And 
they were not delivered impromptu in a rpeech 
but written down as the expression of his trae 
conviction. 

Sit William Hanter also, the accomplished 
author of the “Imperial Gez:tteer of India,” 
one of the gteatest authorities on Indian sub- 
jects, wrote “English missionary enterprise is 
the highest modern éxpression of the world 
wide national lie of our race. I believe any. 
falling-off in Eugland’s missionary efforts will 
be asure sign of swiftly coming nationa) 
decay.” And ia the report of the Sgoretary of 
State ard Council of India upon the moral and 
materiai ptograss of India in18712 occurred 
these words:— ‘The Government of India 
cannot bat ackn wledge the great obligation 
under wh‘ch it’is laid by the benevolent exer- 
tions made by missionaries, whose blameless 
example and self-denying labours are infasing 
new vigour int) the stereotyped Jifs of the 
grest populations placed under English rule, 
and are preparing them to be in every way

A MODERN PILGRIMAGE.

When Admiral Sir Massie Blomfield a year 
ago wrote his most interesting study in the 
‘bulletin of the Alexandria Archeological 
Society on ths probable site of the sanctuary 
of Saint Monas, he conld certainly not suppose 
that at thet very time an expedition was 
crossing the whole cf the Waled -Ali- Desert 
and Mariout with the definite objact of dicco- 
vering the historical city of St. Menas. After 

ja winding march of 30 days this expedition 
of the Frankfort archzerlogist, the Rev. Carl 
Maria Kanfmann, and his co-operator, Mr. 
Fa'ls, reached on the 8th June last an ex- 
tensive area of rains, the Arabic denomination 
of which—Karm Abfim or Bonmna—in it-e'f 
roused their cheerfol hopes, as it was not 

. difficult to recogniz3 the derivation from Karm 
Ab&é Mina. Thadiscovery of many of those 
well-known eulogies of St. Menar, as well as 
of one of the ovens serving for their manu- 
facture, together with the recognition of a 
largo Anais in the stone-chaos of the ruins, 
left no doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bers of the expedit‘on that the long-looked- 
for national sanctaary of the old-Christian 
Egyptians bad really been discovered. 


For about four months past the Rev. Kant- 
mann and Mr. Falls have been actively engag- 
ed in exsavating under most difficult condi- 
' tions and itis doe to their kindness that I 

am able to set before the Alexandria Arct wo- 
logical Society the followiog particulars of the 
resulta obtained up to date. The vast terri- 
tory of raine, the largest in Mariont, is situat- 
ed about a two hours’ ride south-east of Behig 
station on the Khedive’s railway,in a road less 
and waterless desert. A chain of low-lying 
hille,already visible from afar, unrolls iteelf on 
appreach into:# number of koms and fields of 
ring, the centre of which is formed by the 
high shrine of St. Menas. Amidst lofty heaps 
of ruins one descands into the marble-reeplen- 
dent basilica of Arcadins. One is in the vast 
‘eruciform church which at the end of the 
fourth centary, almost exactly a hundred 
years after the death of the martyr, was erect- 
ed as an enlargement of the original bacilica 
by the art-loving raler of E.stern Rome. 
It may be mentioned here that thore is 
not in Egypt’ a single site of rains where 
the type of an old-Ciiristian basilica is praser- 
ved so pure ahd genuine. In front ot the 
Apsis, of a breadth of about 11 metres, and 
‘before the marble facing, which still clearly 
reveals traces of incendiarism, rises the 
altar, to which five steps, placed semi-circa- 
larly, lead ap, ]t is surrounded by the square, 
“schola cantoram,” to the rich marble balas- ; 


larger for water. The above-mentioned graffito 
solves the question in favour of holy water, 
which the pilgrims tock away with them as a 
token of remembrance or perhaps for usage in 
diseases, : 
What connexion there may ke between thie 
find and a hoge cistern with several deep 
descending-shafts, discovered under the older 
St. Menas Church, further researches will 
reveal, Not fir from one of there shafts the 
retaining walls are yet to be seen, which the 
Patriarch Joseph of Alexandria had ordered to 
be erected, after the Khalifa El-Mutiwakil 
had robbed Mar Mina of its most precious 
colamns in order to adorn with them the 
mosques and palacee of Cairo. An octogenal 
constroction, the b sptiste.inm, a¢j sins the two 


basilicas just desc:ibed. Here some fine capi- 


tals with dove ornament were found. The 
fallen cupola shows in its crown the monogram 
of Christ. Hira also the excavations may yet 
lead to interesting finds. 

lt would tike up too mach space for me to 
enter upon further details for the-excavatione. 
Besides a number of tomb corridors and cham- 
bers, bordering the basilics to the South, 
special mention, however, ought to be made 
of & series of cistern; and -baths unearthed in 
another part of the city and wh‘ch perhap; are 
identical with the old-Christian Xenodocheion. 

Two sepulchral churches, wh'ch are situated 
faraway at opposite points of the city, may 
also be mentioned. One of them, which '[ 
visited, is surrounded by a cemetery. of the 
fourth cantury. Besides the Apsis it possesses 
in old-Christian fashion Prvthesis and Dia- 
konikon, as well as a nice baptisteriam en- 
vironéd by columns. Close to the modest 
woodhouse constructed and inhabited by the 
two German explorers and surrounded by their 
Bedonins’ tants, a quantity of ovens for the 
manufactare: of Moenas fissks and ampnol!x 
were found. 

I think it would be a worthy object for the 
Arche slegical Society or for enlightened and 
well-to do members of the different communi- 
ties of our city to support the reeearches of 
the resting-p!ace of the Alexandrian martyr, 
the means at the disposal of the meritorious 
explorers being nearly exhausted.
